Here are Letters from Tripoli in Barbary 
of the 24th of May which advife, thar 
there is a Civil War in that Country, 
between 2. Factions,one of which would 
maintain the prefent Bey in his Dignity,

4nd ‘twas {uppos’'d was kill’d in the Action; be- 
caufe, when thefe Letters came away, they had re- 
ciy'd no certain Account at Tripoli what was be- 
come of him. 

Naples, June 5. We receiv'd Intelligence here laft 
Week, that 3 Galliots and a Bark equipp’d for War, 
ame from Fiume in Iftria and landed 150 Men on 
the Coaft of the Abruzzo, who marching directly to 
Jula Nova, entred that little Town (which belongs 
tothe Duke d’Atri) with Drums beating and Col- 
wuts flying, making loud Acclamations of live 
the Emperor, pillag’d the Caftle and the beft Houles 
ofthe Town, put 30 French whom they found in 


crying off with them a Booty worth 25000 Ducats,, 
without lofing one Man, for at their approach 100 
Dragoons that were garrifon’d in the Place fled clear 
away, Since which, a Garrifon of 1500 Men is put 
into Jula-Nova ; and the Militia of the Province are 
order'd to be in a readinefs to take Arms at fitft no- 
tice, to help to. repulfe the Enemy if they fhould 
ofr to make another Defcent. And feveral Gentle- 
men of thofe Parts, fufpected of favouring the Houfe 
of Auftria, are fent for hither, who are charg’d nor 
woftir out of this City without leave.

They write from Mitcau, that 
200 Poles came Jately before the Walls of that Place, 
and carry’d off 2 or 300 of the Swedes Horfes which 
they found grazing. A Party of Mufcovites advanc’d 
near Dorpat, carried off fome Cattle, and plunder’d 
fome Villages, but were way-laid in their retreat by.

The latter 
of which was fitced ouc by the Merchants of Breft, 
who -are Equipping 6 more which are to keep their 
Station becwixe Cape Clear and Scilly, as the Pri- 
foners report ; who fay further, That 9 Privateers of 
Sc. Malo’s have brought into that Port in abour 3 
Weeks 25 Dutch and Eng!ith Merchant Ships. The 
Pembrook Gally fent her Prizes to Guernfey.
